FLORIDA PHYSICIAN 
SHOT AND KILLED 
AT CITY HOSPITAL 


Mystery Assassin Fires 
Buckshot Loads at City 
Health Officer of Tar-; 


pon Springs. 


TARPON SPRINGS, Fla., Jan. 4. 
(P)—Dr. Archie McAllister, 42, city 
health officer and prominent physi- 
cian here, was shot and killed to- 
night on the porch of the city hos- 
pital. 

An unidentified assassin fired two 
loads of buckshot into his head and 
body as he emerged from the front 
door of the hospital on the Dixie 
highway, south of the city limits. 

Dr. McAllister had been in the hos- 

pital attending an emergency auto- 
mobile accident case and was leaving 
at 7:20 o'clock. Just after he step- 
ped out the front door, the killer fired 
into his right side. He screamed and 
turned to re-enter the hospital and 
the second shot was fired, the charge 
striking him in the left side of the 
head. He was killed instantly. 
“ The gunman was concealed either 
on the porch or hid behind a corner 
of the building, shooting from a side- 
walk. He escaped. 

Only nurses and patients were in 
‘the hospital, and the nurses dragged 
the body inside and notified police. 
Every available officer in the city 
Was sent to the hospital, and Sheriff 
| Roy Booth, of Clearwater, and a 
squad of deputies arrived a few min- 
utes later, 

The gunman left no footprints nor 
other clues to his identity. He did

In a Statement reviewing the pres- 
ent economic condition and 
prospects for 1931, Secretary of 
Commerce Robert P. Lamont con- 
vincingly expresses his conviction, 
born of sound logic deduced from 
indisputable facts and figures, that 
the United States ‘“‘will lead the 
world in a vigorous recovery from 
the present depression’—and that 
at no distant day. 


Every evidence indicated in the 
middle of last year, the statement 


declares, that the turning point in> 


the depression had been reached, 
but over-production in certain raw 
material areas, the disastrous drouth 
which visited the country and eco- 
nomic disturbances elsewhere in the 
world caused a postponement in the 
return of normalcy. 

The natural results of a period 
of depression, Secretary Lamont 
shows, are a replenishment of sav- 
ings exhausted during boom times, 
and thé lowering of stocks of goods 
in all lines of business. Both of 
these things having taken place dur- 
ing the past 12 months in the 
United States, he argues that a firm 
foundation has already’ been built 
for the period of prosperity to 
come, 


In summarizing the situation as | 


it is now, Mr. Lamont says: 


Earlier periods of depression, such 
as those of 1893 and 1921, were char- 
acterized in their later phases by the 
reaccumulation of savings which had 
been expended in the preceding boom 
period and by the wearing out of 
previously purchased goods, which 
caused a general buying movement on 
the part of the consuming public. 
That we are now approaching such a 
period is indicated by several signifi- 
cant facts. On the one hand, savings 
deposits have been progressively ac- 
cumulating, while business written by 
life insurance companies has _ been 
maintaining a fairly even pace and 
has reached a total for the year al- 
most equal to the high level of 1929 
and above the total for 1928. At the 
same: time stocks of department stores 
have been sharply reduced and there 


are some evidences of recent expan- | 


sion of retail buying. While it is im- 
possible to forecast at what time un- 
mistakable evidences of improvement 
in 'usiness will occur. it is clear that 
we have reached a point where cessa- 
tion of further declines and beginning 
of recovery may reasonably be ex- 
pected.

The investigation 
shows that with the exception of a 
recent and evidently temporary in- 
terruption, bond yields have been de- 
cJining since September, 1929, and 
that such a decline in the past has 
been the usual forerunner of business 
recovery.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4—()—lIn-
